Y ESTER D A Y , I discussed the 
cy mp toms which m ay occur in 
mild deficiencies of vitam in A and 
C, and p ointed out th a t diagnosis 
of such deficiences m ight be diffi­ 
cult to make. Sim ilarly , it is not 
alw ay s easy to tell about deficien- 
ies of various p a rts of the vitam in 
B-comp lex , such as Bi or thiam in, 
Bt or riboflavin, and niacin which 
has to do with p ellagra. 
Severe deficiency of thiam in will 
cause enlargem ent of the rig h t side 
of the heart. Inflam m ation of the 
nerves of the legs, p articularly , 
with difficulty in w alking and some 
swelling of the tissues, due to a 
collection of fluid in them , also oc­ 
curs. Such severe deficiencies are 
seen infrequently . 


Thiamin Lack Common 
Mild deficiencies of thiam in are 
much mere common. In such cases 
the sy m p tom s include weakness, 
p ainful calf muscles, and numb­ 
ness and tingling of the feet or 
hands. W hen such sy m p tom s de­ 
velop and the cause for them can­ 
not be found, it is w orthw hile try ­ 
ing treatm en t w ith large doses of 
thiam in, according to D r. W illiam 
H. Sebrell of Bethesda, M ary land. 
A lack of riboflavin or vitam in 
B, will cause inflam m ation of the 
lip s or cheilosis, cracking in the 
angles of the mouth, and mild in­ 
flammation of the skin, with scal­ 
ing around the nose and a t the 


f outer corners of the ey es. 
In m any instances, there also 
may be some disturbance of the 
ey es with w atering, p ain on ex ­ 
p osure to light, and a g ritty feel­ 
ing in the ey es. Such sy mp toms 
may be due to other disturbances 
of the ey es such as conjunctivitis 
or inflammation of the lining mem­ 
brane of the ey eball. 
If the disturbance is due to a 
deficiency of riboflavin, p rom p t re­ 
lief occurs when riboflavin is given 
in adequate am ounts. The disturb­ 
ance of the lip s and corners of the 
mouth may require two or three 
weeks for a cure. 


Mouth Inflammation 
A mild deficiency of niacin will 
cause some inflam m ation of the 
mouth and tongue. Of course, such 
inflammation may also be p ro­ 
duced 
by 
infections. 
However, 
treatm ent with niacin should be 
attem p ted in such mouth inflam­ 
mations and when they are due to 
deficiency , a cure quickly re­ 
sults. 
Mild vitam in deficiencies alm ost 
never threaten life, but they can 
take all the joy out of it by p revent­ 
ing robust, vigorous health. If they 
occur when other disorders are 
p resent, they may delay recovery 
and make it more difficult. 
Because the m eans to correct 
them is so readily available, it is 
foolish to struggle along in the 
state of half-aliveness which these 
mild deficiencies induce.

Mild Lack of Needed Vitamins 


> outer corners of the eyes. 
In many instances, there alto 
may be some disturbance of the 
eyes with watering:, pain on ex­ 
posure to light, and a gritty feel­ 
ing in the eyes. Such symptoms 
may be due to other disturbances 
of the eyes such as conjunctivitis 
or inflammation of the lining mem­ 
brane of the eyeball. 
If the disturbance Is due to a 
deficiency of riboflavin, prompt re­ 
lief occurs when riboflavin is given 
in adequate amounts. The disturb* 
ance of the lips and corners of the 
mouth may require two or three 
weeks for a cure. 
Mouth Inflammation 
A mild deficiency of niacin will 
cause some inflammation of the 
mouth and tongue. Of course, such 
inflammation may also be pro­ 
duced by infections. However, 
treatment with niacin should be 
attempted in such mouth inflam­ 
mations and when they are due to 
a deficiency, a cure quickly re­ 
sults. 
Mild vitamin deficiencies almost 
never threaten life, but they can 
uke all the joy out of it by prevent­ 
ing robust, vigorous health. If they 
occur when other disorders ara 
present, they may delay recovery 
sad make it more difficult. 
Because the means to correct 
them is so readily available, it is 
foolish to struggle along in the 
•tate of half-aliveness which tbesa 
mild deficiencies induce. 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, RD. 
YESTERDAY, I discussed the 
•ymptoms which may occur in 
mild deficiencies of vitamin A and 
C, and pointed out that diagnosis 
of such deficiences might be diffi­ 
cult to make. Similarly, it is not 
always easy to tell about deficient 
ies of various parts of the vitamin 
B-complex, such as Bi or thiamin, 
Bt or riboflavin, and niacin which 
has to do with pellagra. 
Severe deficiency of thiamin will 
cause enlargement of the right side 
of the heart. Inflammation of the 
nerves of the legs, particularly, 
with difficulty in walking and some 
■welling of the tissues, due to a 
collection of fluid in them, also oc­ 
curs. Such severe deficiencies are 
seen infrequently. 
Thiamin Lack Commo* 
Mild deficiencies of thiamin are 
much mere common. In such cases 
the symptoms include weakness, 
painful calf muscles, and numb­ 
ness and tingling of the feet or 
hands. When such symptoms de­ 
velop and the cause for them can­ 
not be found, it is worthwhile try­ 
ing treatment with large doses of 
thiamin, according to Dr. William 
H. Sebrell of Bethesda, Maryland. 
A lack of riboflavin or vitamin 
B, will cause inflammation of the 
lips or cheilosis, cracking in the 
angles of the mouth, and mild in­ 
flammation of the skin, with scal­ 
ing around the nose and at th*

John G. Boggs, chairm an of the 
Pickaway county Agricultural Con­ 
servation 
association, 
announces 
that housewives are taking advan­ 
tage of the peach crop this y ear 
which is the second largest on 
record. 
Mr. Boggs points out that added 
inducement to the housewives to 
take advantage of the abundance 
of peaches is th a t they are sweeter 
than m any fruits. When served un­ 
cooked. ripe peaches do not require 
sugar and some recipes for cookec, 
peaches require very little sw eet­ 
ening. This is especially true if 
the peaches are served warm, a? 
heat brings out the natural sweet 
flavor of the fruit. 
A number of potent reasons for 
canning more peaches this y ear 
than usual present themselves to 
homemakers. F irst snd foremost 
civilians are going to get less com 
mercially canned fruit than the> 
want. Canning their own peaches 
is one sure way for families to 
have canned peaches nex t W inter 
Lack of canning sugar need not 
discourage would-be canners. Mr. 
Boggs pointed out. For one thing, 
palatable canned peaches can be 
made with a much thinner sirup 
than m any housewives are accus­ 
tomed to use. An average of one 
pound of sugar to four quarts of 
| peaches is the w artim e guide for 
i canning Honey can be used to re 
place as much as half the sugar 
used for canning or corn sirup can 
be used to replace one third. Cooks 
are warned against using strongly 
flavored sirups however, or unre 
fined sirups or brown sugar, which 
may cause the fruit to spoil 
Fortunately peaches are an easy 
fruit to can. To aid inex perienced 
canners. some communities are ex ­ 
pected to arrange public canning 
demonstrations. In other localitiei 
the novice can receive instruction 
in 
community 
canning 
centers 
where modern canning equipment 
is also available. Also helpful to 
beginning canners are the leaflets 
obtainable from the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, the State Ex 
tension Services, and other sources. 
In addition to canning there are 
a number of other tried and proved 
methods for preserving peaches 
Quick frozen peaches are tops—if 
y ou have a place to freeze 'em and 
store ’em.
